Pliny 
fays,  that  on  extraordinary  occafion*  the 
table  was  covered  with  this  Ibrt  of  linen, 
and  that  after  the  entertainment  vvaso^'Cr 
the  cloth  was  thrown  into  the  fire,  out  of 
which  they  took  it, after  having  been  there 
fome  time,  much  clearer  than  it  could 
have  been  made  by  any  walhing.  There 
are  fome  of  the  Abcfti  whofc  filaments 
are  joined  clofely  together,  lo  that  they 
cannot  be  eaiily  feparated  ;  others  of  a 
loofe  texture,  andeafily  leparated, owing, 
as  is  thought,  to  their  having  been  expo- 
fed  to  the  weather  for  fome  time  above 
the  ground.  The  antients  made  ihrowds 
to  their  kings  of  it,  in  which  they  wrapt 
them  when  put  upon  the  rogus^  in  order 
to  prevent  their  afhes  from  being  con¬ 
founded  with  the  alhes  of  the  pile,  and 
the  other  animals  burnt  along  with  thenu 
They  alfo  made  napkins  of  it,which,when 
dirty,  they  threw  into  the  fire,  where  the 
filth  was  conlumed.  and  the  cloth  remain¬ 
ed  pure  and  white  to  a  great  degree.

I  was  too  well  convinced  of  t?  e  judice 
ofC'.ptam  Manly’s /ernarks  to  fFer  any 
thing  in  contradi(hion  to  *^hem,  anti  flat¬ 
tered  with  the  pleating  r.flurance  of*  H  T- 
liott’s  being  mine,  1  was  enabled  to  wait 
for  the  happy  event  with  (bme  degree  of 
patience;  f)  that  dropping  any  further 
converfation  on  the  affair  for  this  time,  I 
retired  to  acquaint  my  dear  girl  with  her 
father’s  fcntiiijents,  who  was  kind  enough 
10  give  me  the  Urongeft  proftflion  of  her 
tfteem,  and  to  alFurc  me  I  might  conh- 
dently  rely  on  her  finecrity.— The  wind 
at  length  changing,  we  were  ordered  to 
embark  ;  and  after  a  very  tolerable  paf- 
bge,  wefifely  landed  in  America. 

It  is  needlefs  to  enter  into  repetitions 
of  our  fuccefs  in  that  part  of  the  woild, 
fince  every  news-papev  contains  a  circum^ 
ftantial  account  of  them.  For  me,  it  is 
only  neceiFary  to  fay,  that  there  were  few' 
afliions  in  v\hich  our  regiment  was  not 
materially  concerned;  and  I  hope  1  (hall 
not  be  accufed  of  prefumption,  if  1  lay, 
I  endeavoured  to  behave  like  an  Engiilh- 
man:  in  one  of  tbefc  engagements, 
however,  Britain  loft  as  a  brave  (on,  and 
I  as  a  true  friend,  as  ever  lived.  Captain 
Manly  had  been  ordered  on  a  party  to 
reconnoitre, in  which  I  was  to  attend  him; 
we  fet  out  pretty  early  in  the  morning, 
and  flrikinginto  a  wood  about  three  miles 
on  the  right  hand  fide  of  our  camp,  w’e 
perceived  about  thirty  French  and  fifty 
Indians,  headed  hy  an  ofiiccr :  our  whole 
force  condfted  of  no  more  than  twenty 
white  and  thirty  b^3ck  men  ;  witli  thcle, 
however,  Captain  M-.nly  determired  to 
attack,  as  he  law  the  adverte  party  pre¬ 
paring  to  advance  :  the  on'et  was  (bon 
made  after  the  firft  fire,  when  the  captain 
jjddenly  running  up  to  the  affiftance  of  a 
who  ^was  fighting  very  bravely 
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to  flitter  .1  right  ag  dnll  two  Indians  and  a  Frenchman^ 

receive  1  a  wound  in  ti>c  g'^oin,  from  fhe 
commander  of  that  parr^,  juft  as  he  had 
killed  il.e  Frciit  tiinaii,  who  turned  about 
to  att.i.k  him.  Tjic  cap  ain  endeavour* 
ed  to  Itand  ;  but  the  exctifive  torture  of 
the  wound  rendered  ii  impoffible,  and 
he  was  with  great  difficulty  prevailed  u- 
pon  to  be  removed  to  the  foot  of  an  ad» 
j.iCenc  tree,  after  he  had  the  fuisf  vftion 
of  teeing  u  e  lodge  a  brace  of  pjftol  trails 
in  the  head  of  his  antagonift.  The  offi¬ 
cer  of  the  army  once  killed  we  met  with 
little  lefi'Unce;  the  Indians  efcap  d  in 
the  belt  manner  they  touh!  ;  but  the 
Irerch,  who  were  Ids  acquainted  with 
llie  country,  were  obliged  to  hr-  w  down 
their  (words,  and  (.all  foi  quarter.  Our 
attention  was  now  intirely  turned  to  the 
care  of  Captain  Manly,  whom  wxcon* 
veyed  in  the  ealieit  manner  poIFible  to 
the  camp,  after  we  had  tied  up  the  wound^ 
to  prevent  the  danger  ariling  from  the 
great  effufion  of  blood  it  mull  naturally 
occafion.  When  we  had  reached  the 
camp,  we  carried  the  captain  to  his  lent^ 
where  we  found  poor  Hirriotl  juft  reco¬ 
vered  from  a  (woon,  which  the  news  of 
the  fatal  accident  had  thrown  her  into: 
the  captain  called  her  to  him  when  we 
had  laid  him  down,  and  ftretching  out  his 
hand,  he  (queezed  hers  with  a  look  of  the 
mod  ine.Npredible  tenderneft,  and  begged 
(he  would  be  comforted.  The  (urgeon 
now  made  his  appearance,  who  was  a 
very  humane  and  fenlible  man ;  and  e- 
very  perfon  leaving  the  room,  but  the 
(oldier  whom  the  captain  ran  up  to  affift. 
and  whom  no  intreaties  would  prevail 
upon  to  quit  his  fight  a  moment,  a»  d  my- 
le!f,  he  proceeded  to  an  examination  of 
the  Wound ;  and  as  the  captain  ferioufly 
intreated  his  real  opinion  of  the  cafe,  the 
furgeon  candidly  informed  him,  he  had 
but  very  little  hopes  of  his  recovery.  The 
captain  then  politely  thanked  him,  and 
(aid,  bl elFed  be  the  will  of  God For 
my  part,  it  is  impoffible  to  conceive  wha*: 

I  felt  on  io  melancholy  an  occafion ;  and 
as  for  the  poor  fellow  who  had  been  the 
innocent  caule  of  the  accident,  immediate 
death  would,  I  dare  fay,  have  been  much 
more  welcome  to  him,  than  this  dcclara-* 
uou  of  iht  furgeon.  He  Urued  up  hiA 
1  '  ey«s 
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eyes  in  a  fort  of  defp^ir,  and  crying  out, 

**  great  God!”  burft  into  a  flood  of  tears, 
and  threw  himfclf  on  the  ground,  Tnc 
captain  called  to  him,  dehred  his  hand, 
which  ho  kindly  (hook,  laid  he  was  a 
hrave  fellow,  and  ordered  him  to  call  his 
dai^^htcr.  The  affli(fied  Harriott  came 
in,  drowned  in  her  tears;  and  Captam 
Manly  intreaiing  he  might  be  left  alone 
,with  us,  the  (urgeon  who  by  this  time 
had  dreffed  him,  and  the  poor  loldier, 
withdrew',  after  he  had  earneftly  Iblici- 
icd  for  leave  to  fee  his  brave  defender, 
asheftiled  the  captain,  every  opportu- 

When  the  captain  had  raifed  himfelf 
a  little  upon  one  fide,  he  called  Harriott 
and  I  clofc  to  him,  and  begged  vve  would 
not  affliifl  ourfclves  for  what  there  was 
r.o  poflibility  of  remedying;  and  dcfiring 
us  to  attend  to  what  he  was  going  tofay, 

proceeded, - If  any  thing,  my  dear 

children,  for  fo  I  lhall  call  you,  now  can 
give  me  a  difquiet  at  leaving  this  world, 
it  is  to  be  denied  a  fight  of  that  happi- 
iiefs,  it  is  ray  dying  prayer  to  the  throne 
of  mercy  you  may  long  enjoy  together. 

— The  wifhed  for  change  in  your  lituaii- 
•)n,  my  dear  Charles,  is  not  yet  arrived; 
liowever  there  is  now  an  absolute  nccel^ 
lity  for  my  complying  w  ith  your  former  re- 
qiiefi.

ed  hfr  perfoa,  At  the  age  of  i  s  (he  loft 
her  father.  Her  eldell  filler  was  at  that 
tine  contraded  to  his  R.  H.  the  D.  of 
Iblitein,  to  whom  Ihe  was  foon  after 
married  ;  and  it  was  at  this  folemnity  the 
Frincefs  Elizabeth  appeared  with  a  beauty 
and  behaviour  that  equally  charmed  fo- 
rei'^ners  and  natives,  and  made  her  the 
delight  and  darling  or  the  whole  court. 

Her  mother  the  Emprcli  Catharine, 
who  then  ruled  in  her  own  right,  pur- 
fujnt  to  the  will  of  Peter  the  Great,  was 
very  defiroas  of  feeing  her  difpoled  of  in 
nurriage,  and  had  call  her  eyes,  for  that 
purpofe,  on  Charles  Duke  of  Holftein 
Goctorp,  Ton  to  the  Bdliop  of  Liibec, 
coufin  to  the  reigning  Duke,  who  had 
mirried  her  filter,  and  eider  brother  to 
the  prefent  King  of  Sweden  ;  lo  wlioni 
Ihe  was  afl  jally  contraiflcd.  But  the  fame 
year,  and,  I  think,  the  fame  month,  de¬ 
prived  her  of  licr  furviving  parent  anddaer 
iarenJed  fpoufe;  which  was  the  beginning 
of  that  reverfe  of  fortune  with  wnich  flie 
ftruggled  for  fo  miny  years. 

The  young  Emperor,  Ecter  the  fecond, 
treated  her,  during  his  ihort  reign,  with 
all  polfible  marks  of  kindnefs  and  afF-c- 
tion;  and  amongft  other  marks  of  it,  one 
proved  fat  il  to  her  mother’s  favourite 
Prince  MenzikofF ;  for  having  mentioned 
to  her,  in  confidence,  that  he  had  made 
a  prefent  of  iome  thoufand  rubles  to  his 
hJler  the  Erincefs  Natalia,  fhe  told  him 
that  Priiuefs  had  never  received  them. 
This  produced  an  enquiry,  from  which  it 
appeared  that  Erince  MenzikoflT  had,  by 
Virtue  of  an  imperial  order,  obtained  the 
nion^y  trom  the  treafury,  and  converted 
k  to  his  own  life.  The  old  Emprels, 
S'andmother  to  the  Czar,  and  Baron 
Oiterman,  great  rn.iftrr  of  his  houfhold, 
•'’^l^ravoted  li.is  of  infolence  to  fuch  a 
drgrte,  that  the  Emperor  ordered  Men- 
to  he  aneilcd,  and  lent  hiin  Icon 
into  Siberia,  llripping  him  of  the 
p^-iteft  for  unr  perhaps  any  fubjeft  ever 
.P‘d;  lince  General  Gordon,  wi,o  lived 
dut  court,  afiir-ns  that  it  amounted 
‘.car  c'.dit 
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On  the  drigface  of  Prince  Menzikotf^ 
the  f amity  of  Djlgorucki  came  into  pow-* 
er,  and  fuch  an  afcendancy  they  had  over 
the  young  Czar, that  he  cfpouled  a  Pr incefa 
of  that  Houfe  ;  hut  having  over-heated 
himfelf  in  hunting,  he  was  taken  ill  be^ 
fore  the  marriage  was  confummated,  and 
died  in  a  few  days  of  the  lmal!«pox,  and 
left  the  E  npire,  as  it  afterwards  appear¬ 
ed,  to  the  difpofal  of  thole  Princes  and 
his  own  minitlers,  vvho,  after  much  con- 
lult  ition  among  them  lei  ve^,  were  pre¬ 
vailed  upon  by  BironOfterman  toafRrm^ 
that  Peter  the  fecond  had,  on  his  death.i 
bed,  nominated  tlic  Duthefs  of  Cour- 
land,  fecotid  daughter  to  the  Emperor 
Ivan,  or  John,  elder  brother  to  Peter  the 
Great,  to  be  his  fuccellbr. 

Anna  Iwauowna,  thus  unexpefledly 
called  to  tl^e  E  npire,  fubmitted,  by  the 
advice  of  Baron  Ofterman,  to  all  the  re- 
gu!auons  and  iimitacions  the  Dolgorucki’s 
hid  framed  to  preferve  the  power  in  their 
Own  hands,  leavinct  her  little  more  than 
the  imperial  title.  But  by  the  afliftance 
of  Baron  Ofterman,  Ihe  very  loon  eman¬ 
cipated  herfelf,  and  in  a  great  mcafure 
ruined  the  Dolgorutki  family,  though 
very  numerous.  By  this  ftep  Baron  O- 
fterman  role  to  the  pjft  ofHigli  Chancel¬ 
lor  of  Rullii,  and  prime  minifter,  which 
he  held  during  her  reign.  The  Emprels 
Anna  governed  delpoiically,  but  with 
great  wifdom  and  firmnefs.  She  had  a 
faVi>urite,  M;  Biron,  whom  fhe  cauled  to 
be  ele(ft:cd  Duke  of  Courland,  and  then 
he  took  the  name  of  Biron,  as  if  he  had 
been  defeended  from  the  noble  houfe  of 
that  name  in  France.  He  fupported 
Count  Munich,  a  Saxon,  whom  he  gra¬ 
dually  raifed  to  tfie  rank  of  general  of  the 
Ruffian  forces,  and  who  in  that  quality 
commanded  with  equal  reputation  and  !uc* 
cels  agaiuft  the  Turks, 

The  Erincefs  Elizabeth  was  about  20 
at  the  accellion  of  the  Empiefs  Anne, 
and,  during  her  re‘gn  of  ten  years,  found 
herlcif  often,  notwithftancling  all  her  pru¬

fhe  could  not  tail  long,  there  arole  great 
diificuities  about  fettling  the  fucccliion  ; 
the  Einprcis  herhlf,  aiid  the  G.rman  mi- 
hiilers  were  for  the  Piintcfs  of  Mecklen¬ 
burg  :  l)Ut  the  D.  of  Courland  fnggsded, 
that  being  born  a  Granger,  and  being 
married  to  a  foreign  prince,  it  was  doubt¬ 
ful  wliether  the  people  would  lubrnit  to 
her.  Ttie  Rulii  01  counfcllors  were  for 
llie  PiinCcfs  Elizabeth  ;  but  had  not  tliC 
courage  to  dcd  ire  their  ientiments.  The 
DuKe  of  Courland  therefore  prevailed  up¬ 
on  the  Emprefs,  by  her  will,  to  declare 
tlie  young  Prince  Ivan,  then  only  a  few 
weeks  old,  fon  to  tlieDui  htfs  of  Meck¬ 
lenburg  by  the  Duke  of  Bren  wick,  her 
fuccclfor,  and  to  appoint  himl'elf  regent 
during  the  Emperor’s  minority. 

The  oath  impofed  upon  this  occifion, 
in  order  to  fecure  and  rtren*  then  thefe  re¬ 
gulations,  by  which  the  fubjufls  of  Ruf- 
fid  not  only  fwore  fidelity  to  tiie  infant 
Emperor  and  to  his  illultrious  parents, 
but  alfo  to  the  Duke  Regent,  w  as  hard¬ 
ly  digefttd  by  the  grandees.  The  Prin- 
cefs  Elizabeth  took  it  with  alacrity,  and 
with  fo  much  feeming  eafe,  as  quieted  the 
apprchenfions  even  of  thole  who  were 
molt  jealous  of  her ;  and  this  nutwith- 
Handing  printed  papers  were  fixed  up  in 
the  palace,  and  feattered  about  the  Itrccts 
in  the  name  of  the  people  of  Ruffia,  pro- 
tefting  that  whatever  ihev  mi^ht  iwear 
with  their  lips,  they  owned  in  dieir  hearts 
no  other  Emprels  than  Elizabeth,  daugh¬ 
ter  to  the  Great  Peter.

jjjjpii  vv’iiH  one  of  his  arrows,  Ahii,  mo 
an  excellent  pbylician.  was  not  able  to 
exiri'^  the  poilbn  whercwiiii  it  was  a- 
nointed,  and  ihertforc  espiied.  Enra- 
ged  at  the  lols  of  ids  gov  rnor,  whonrt  he 
fenderiy  eftcemed,  Ih'  purf-.ied  them  with 
tenfold  fury,  and  ipareJ  not  one  that  fell 
Into  his  hands.

Some  ot  them  are  faid  to  have  found  a 
retreat  in  the  ifland  of  Svicns,  on  the 
berdtrs  of  Italy,  where  they  perilhed  in 
the  arms  of  voluptuouihefs  ;  and  for  this 
information  we  are  obliged  to  an  ancient 
author  called  Antimachus,  quoted  by 
Count  Noel.  Hercules,  upon  his  return 
to  Arcadia,  found  the  Centaur  Pholus 
giving  up  the  gholl,  and  iiJterred  him  in 
the  mountain,  from  thence  called  Pholoe ; 
an  epitaph,  fays  Diodoru?  Siculus,  more 
durable  than  if  engraven  on  marble. 
Tne famous  Centaur  Nefius  was  allb  foon 
after  flain,  on  the  banks  of  the  Evenus  in 
/Etolia,  endeavouring  to  bear  off  Dejani- 
rathe  wife  of  Hercules,  Thus  was  this 
fierce  and  brutal  nation,  the  firft  horfe- 
men  in  Theflaly,  whom  pride  and  a  little 
fuccefshad  rendered  infufferably  infolent, 
deftroyed  by  the  valour  and  perfeverance 
or  Hercules  and  his  companions,

Pernicious  effeCls  of  eatUig  mufclcs^  and 
the  caufe. 

HAving  lately  read,  in  the  news¬ 
papers,  various  accounts  of  the 
pernicious  eire(5ts  that  have  followed  the 
eating  freely  ot  mufcles,  give  me  leave, 
through  your  means,  to  communicate  my 
thoughts  to  the  public,  with  a  view  to 
inveliigaie  the  true  caufe  of  tbofe  effefts, 
and  to  propofe  a  lafe  and  eaiy  remedy. 

The  poifonous  effetff,  confequent  on 
eating  mufcles,  does  nor  pioceed,  as  I 
apprenend,  from  any  ill  principle  in  tliC 
mufcle  itfelf,  nor  from  any  noxious  qua¬ 
lity  in  thofe  little  crabs  frcqiienily  found 
tn  them  :  Neither  does  it  proceed  from 
any  property  derived  from  the  copperas 
feeds  near  which  mulbks  are  fomciimes

round  ,  nor  frocn  the  rnal  gnity  of  'any 
corrohve  mineral  whatever  ;  nt)r  from 
any  iietciogeneons  niixrnic  of  animal- 
lalts  that  mulclcs  may  meet  with  in  tlic 
llomach  of  the  eater,  for  the  foilowii.g 
rcafbns  ;

made  the  mufcle  a  part  of  /heir  lood, 
lor  many  years,  without  finding  the  leall 
inconvenience  ;  on  the  contrary,  have 
found  them  a  wholefome,  nouriihing,  and, 
even  a  delicious  food. 

2.  That  the  poilbn  which  produces 
the  effed,  if  any  iuch  there  be,  docs  not, 
relide  in  the  crab,  is  equally  tlemonfira- 
ble  ;  for  (bme  will  fwallow  as  n>any  as 
can  be  brought  them,  without  tlie  ieaft 
fcruple;  and,  indeed,  there  is  but  little 
realbn  to  fuppofe  that  a  quantity  of  poi- 
fon,  fjfliciein  to  produce  i’uch  fudden  and. 
apparent  ill  effldls,  can  be  contained  ia. 
fo  fmall  a  enb,  when  thofe  of  much, 
larger  dimenlions  are  daily  eaten  with 
fatety  by  all  forts  of  people,  bn  thofe. 
coafis  w  here  they  are  found  in  plenty. 

That  it  cannot  he  owdng  to  any 
vitious  quality  imbibed  from  the  copperas- 
beds  near  which  they  are  found,  becaufe 
the  fame  tffedf  is  frequently  produced  by. 
eating  mufcles  gathered  many  hundred, 
miles  from  any  copperas-bed ;  and  by 
thole  of  the  vvhiteft  and  moft  inviting 
kind  ;  nor  can  a  quantity  of  vitriolic  or 
mineral  pungent  (alts,  lulTicicnt  topoifon 
a  perlbn,  cx’rt  in  drefs’d  mufcles,  without 
difeovering  itfelf  cither  in  the  liquor,  or 
upon  the  palate  when  the  mufcles  are 
cat:gg. 

And,  £ifhl)\  It  cannot  proceed  frpm 
any  heterogeneous  mixture  of  animal  falts 
in  the  (lornach  of  the  eater  ;  becaufe  the 
fudden  fwelling  of  the  perlbn  afTeflcd,  is  a 
fympiOm  that  never  follows  from  luch 
caufe. 

It  is  further  obfervable,  that  particular, 
people  o^dy  are  nffecled  by  the  eating  of 
Riulcles,  and  tliole  differently  at  different, 
timca.

On  the  2J  Jan.  the  Little  Carpen¬ 
ter  ami  the  other  Cfcrokees  that  came 
with  him,  returned  home.  It  was  ful-
